received recent word from their son, 
Private J. (.'. Bailey, who is now in 
France "with the 82nd, division. In. 
the letter 
Private Bailey describes 


his travels while in 'France, a brief 
summary of which follows: 


Arriving in the harbor at Brest. 


France, 
we were loa.led 
into 
a 


smaller boat arid taken to theSpior. 
Arriving there we unloaded and af- 
tr receiving rations for one meal, we 
hiked to Pontazen barracks, former- 
ly used by N'apoleou. Arriving here 
we were assigned quarters and pro- 
ceeded to eat our hard 
tiicfc and 


one-half can of corn beef. 
This 


was my first experience with 
com 


bee/ and 'this was one time that it 
tasted good. 1 h'ave had lots of it 
since an-d many times it 'has tasted 
real good. 
\Vhen I could find, any- 


thing else, I was a total abstainer, 
and always steered 
clear of hard 


tack and corn beef. 
AVe 
were 
in 


ntazen barracks until July •">. Our 


first three days we res'ted 
but the 


next few days we were loading cars 
and doing various other 
kinds of 


•work. 


\Ve left here for Brest and there 


ivere introduced to the sidedoor pnli- 
m'ans. There were -!!! in the same car 


was in. ' Just enough room to sit 


down provided you stayed in that 
place, for if you happened to move 
you were ou't of luck for when 
you 


returned that 
place 
was filled up. 


After riding this way for 2(i hours, 
-vve arrived at Angers, a large city 
southwest of Brest. 
After unload-, 


ing 'and hiking through the 
main 


part, of the city we arrived at 
the 


barracks which were located about 
fifteen blocks from the ftiain part of 
flic city. These were the finest bar- 
racks that I have seen either in tlie 
S'iaies or in France. All were four 
story buildings and were -finished on. 
the outside likft'the~-^>dd 
Fellows'^ 


building is at home. They drilled us 
here for one week and then we were 
transferred to the field artillery re- 
pjacement regiment. Here we were 
drilled and taught 
the care of a 


horse. They have a different method 
of doinjjr this in the army. 


'We were under 
(|ivarantine in - 


this camp for the scarlet fever and 
had the regular examination 
every 


morning. 
On the afternoon of Au- 


gust si we left 
'La Con tine, 
after 


traveling 
that day and night and 


until the following day at 4 p. m. On 
this trip ive were within ten miles of 
•Paris. 
\Ve unloaded 73 kilometers 


from Paris and camped in an 
old 


mill. A. week later we packed up 
again, loaded on a train again ami 
after traveling about 
20 hours we 


unloaded at Toul, and camped at a 
farm house (i kilos from Toul. 


"AftcB staying at Toul for some 


time we moved closer to the front 
and camped close to Nancy. 
Here, 


we were, subject ito air raids a1>out 
every night. These worried us con- 
siderably for some time but .finally 
we grew accustomed to them. -We 
were required to 
carry 
our 
gas 


masks in sling position while there." 


Private Bailey states that he is 


in good health and is waiting for the 
time to sail for home. He intimates ^ 
that he has had several interesting 
experiences, but is going to save 
them until -he can deliver them in 
person.
